BILL DEFINES 
SAUERKRAUT 


Washington. Aug. 29.— An of­ 
ficial definition of sauerkraut was 
approved yesterday by William M. 
Jardine, secretary of 
agriculture, 
as a guide for department officials 
in the enforcement of the Food and 
Drugs Vet. 
The secretary ruled that sauer­ 
kraut is “the clean, sound product 
of characteristic acid 
flavor, ob­ 
tained by the 
full 
fermentation, 
chiefly lactic, el properly prepared 
and 
shredded 
cabbage and the 
presence of not less than two |H*r 
cent nor more than three per cent 
of salt." 
“It contains, upon completion of 
the fermentation, not less than one 
and one-half per cent of acid, ex­ 
pressed as lactic acid,” said the 
definition. 
“Sauerkraut which has 
been rebrincd in the process of can­ 
ning or repacking contains not less 
than one per cent of acid expressed 
as lactic acid.”

Chicago.—Abraham Lincoln had a 
press agent. 
He was Robert -J. Walker, whose in­ 
genuity brought millions in financial 
aid to the fed Tai government in loans 
from Europe in 1862, when the Civil 
War was at its crisis. 
Once he got into a balloon and rode 
across England, tho first man to do so, 
scattering propaganda. Another time 
he rode through London behind six 
milk-white horses in an equipage more

Ambassador to show the Hr fish that 
the rail-split tor had money. 
Walker was described by Prof, W. 
E. Dodd, University of Chicago his­ 
torian, in tho last of a series of lec­ 
tures on “ Little Men of Great Influ­ 
ence in American History." 
“The president's press agent was 
sent to London to put a stop to Con­ 
federate loans and to borrow as much 
as he could to sustain the credit of 
the federal government," said Prof. 
Dodd.
